These  rates  have  been  calculated  on  the  estimated  resident 
population  supplied  to  me  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  mid- 
year, 1938. 

The  Corrected  Death  Rate  (8.9)  is  obtained  by  multiplying 
the  uncorrected  rate  by  the  factor  of  correction  for  Chanctonbury, 
viz.,  0.79.  The  corrected  death  rate  represents  what  the  death 
rate  for  Chanctonbury  would  be  if  the  population  contained  propor- 
tionately the  same  number  of  males  and  females  in  each  of  the  age 
groups  as  enumeration  in  1931  census  revealed  in  England  and 
Wales  as  a whole.  The  factor  of  correction  being  less  than  1, 
indicates  that  the  population  of  Chanctonbury  consists  of  a larger 
proportion  of  people  at  the  ages  at  which  death  is  more  likely  to 
occur  than  does  the  population  of  England  and  Wales  as  a whole. 
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The  various  mortality  rates  of  the  district  during  the  past 
year  as  compared  with  the  corresponding  rates  for  England  and 
Wales  and  the  urban  and  rural  districts  of  West  Sussex  are  shown 
in  a comparative  table  on  page  4.

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NATURAL  AND  SOCIAL  CONDITIONS  OF  THE  DISTRICT. 

The  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  comprises  an  area  of  56,239 
acres  at  the  eastern  end  of  the  County  of  West  Sussex.  Running 
East  and  West  through  the  district  is  a range  of  downs  rising  to 
a height  of  800  feet ; two  river  valleys,  the  Adur  and  the  Arun,  cut 
through  this  range,  the  River  Adur  to  find  its  outlet  to  the  sea  at 
Shoreham,  and  the  River  Arun  to  find  its  outlet  to  the  sea  at 
Littlehampton. 

The  district  consists  mainly  of  agricultural  land.  The  chief 
industries  of  the  district  are  Agriculture,  Brick  Making,  Tile  Making 
and  Cement  Manufacture.

General  Provision  of  Health  Services  in  the  Area. 

Chanctonbury  is  one  of  the  constituent  Authorities  in  the 
West  Sussex  (Southern)  United  M.O.H.  Districts. 

The  Public  Health  staff  consists  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
and  two  Sanitary  Inspectors,  Mr.  Burrows  and  Mr.  Brockway. 
Mr.  Burrows,  who  is  also  the  Building  Surveyor,  is  responsible  for 
duties  under  the  Factory  and  Workshop  Acts  and  the  Shops  Act. 
Mr.  Brockway  is  responsible  for  the  Public  Health  and  Housing 
Acts,  Meat  and  Food  inspection.  Cowshed  and  Dairy  Regulations, 
etc.,  together  with  the  supervision  of  Refuse  Collection  and  mainten- 
ance of  Sewers.  Clerical  assistance  is  provided  for  each  officer. 
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The  Council  have  an  arrangement  with  the  County  Nursing 
Association  whereby  the  nursing  of  all  cases  of  M easles,  German 
Measles  and  Pneumonia  is  undertaken  by  the  local  District  Nurse, 
for  which  services  they  pay  £2  per  1,000  population  and  5s.  per 
1,000  acres. 

Professional  Nursing  in  the  Home. 

In  each  of  the  following  parishes  there  is  a District  Nurse 
employed  by  a local  Committee  affiliated  to  the  West  Sussex 
County  Nursing  Association  : —

Grants  are  made  by  the  County  Council  to  the  County  Nursing 
Association  for  various  Nursing  Services  including  Child  Welfare 
work,  School  Nurses’  work.  Tuberculosis  health  visiting,  and  as 
subsidies  to  provide  Nurse-midwives  in  areas  which  would  other- 
wise be  without  a midwife. 

Midwives. 

There  are  fourteen  Midwives  practising  in  the  district,  twelve 
are  District  Nurse-Midwives,  and  two  resident  in  the  district  are  in 
private  practice  on  their  own  account ; one  or  two  midwives 
resident  in  adjoining  districts  take  cases  in  the  rural  area. 

Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  provides  Centres  at  Storring- 
ton, Henfield,  Pulborough,  Beeding  and  Steyning.  Meetings  are 
held  at  the  Girl  Guides’  Hall,  Brown’s  Lane,  Storrington,  fort- 
nightly on  Thursdays  at  2.30  p.m.  ; at  the  Church  Rooms,  Pul- 
borough, on  the  first  Tuesday  in  the  month  at  2.30  p.m.  ; at  the 
Parish  Hall,  Henfield,  fortnightly  on  Wednesdaj^s  at  2.30  ; at  the 
Parish  Hall,  Beeding,  on  Tuesdays  ; and  at  the  St.  Andrew’s  Hall, 
Steyning,  on  Thursdays,  a doctor  attending  monthly  at  each. 


School  Climes. 


No  regular  general  School  Clinic  is  held  in  the  district. 
Temporary  Dental  Clinics  are  held  from  time  to  time  either  at  the 
Schools  or  Village  Halls  for  the  treatment  of  children  attending 
all  the  Schools  in  the  district.  The  West  Sussex  County  Council 
provide  an  Eye  Clinic  frequently  at  the  Worthing  Hospital,  to  which 
children  from  the  Rural  District  suffering  from  defective  vision  are 
taken  for  treatment  by  appointment.  Children  suffering  from 
enlarged  tonsils  and  adenoids  are  treated  at  the  Sussex  Throat 
and  Ear  Hospital,  Brighton,  or  the  Worthing  Hospital. 

Ear  Clinics  are  held  at  the  Sussex  Throat  and  Ear  Hospital, 
Brighton,  from  time  to  time,  and  appointments  are  made  for 
children  suffering  from  ear  disease  to  attend. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics  are  held  periodically  at  Granville  House# 
Arundel ; at  Tan  Cottage,  Brighton  Road,  Horsham  ; and  at  the 
Worthing  Borough  School  Clinic,  to  which  School  children  belonging 
to  the  Rural  District  are  taken  by  appointment  for  treatment  of 
crippling  defects.  The  Orthopaedic  Nurse  supervises  children 
who  have  been  prescribed  exercises  at  these  Clinics. 


Tuberculosis. 

The  County  Council  Tuberculosis  Dispensary  is  held  at  the 
Worthing  Hospital  every  Monday  at  10.30  a.m.,  and  is 
available  to  all  residents  in  the  Chanctonbury  Rural  District. 
Appointments  are  made  through  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
County  Hall,  Chichester. 


Venereal  Diseases. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  made  arrangements 
entitling  residents  of  the  County  to  attend  the  Clinics  for  Venereal 
Disease  held  at  the  following  Hospitals  : —

and  other  cases  in  the  Maternity  Home. 

(4)  The  Brighton  Corporation  for  the  reception  of  cases  of 

Puerperal  Pyrexia  and  Puerperal  Fever  at  the  Brighton 
Isolation  Hospital. 

3.  — Children. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  an  agreement 
with  the  Royal  Alexandra  Hospital  for  Sick  Children,  Dyke 
Road,  Brighton,  whereby  two  cots  are  reserved  for  the  ad- 
mission of  children  under  one  year  requiring  in-patient 
treatment. 

4.  — Fever. 

The  Chanctonbury  Rural  District  Council  pay  a retaining 
fee  of  £5  per  bed  for  the  reservation  of  four  beds  at  the  Brighton 
Isolation  Hospital  and  £2  9s.  Od.  per  week  is  paid  when  a bed 
is  occupied.  Ambulance  charge  is  at  the  rate  of  ninepence  per 
mile.

5. — Smallpox. 

The  West  Sussex  County  Council  have  undertaken 
responsibility  for  the  isolation  of  cases  of  Smallpox,  and 
have  made  arrangements  with  the  Brighton  Corporation 
for  their  reception  into  the  Brighton  Smallpox  Hospital  at 
Bulking. 

Institutional  Provision  for  Unmarried  Mothers,  Illegitimate 
Infants  and  Homeless  Children — none. 

Ambulance  Facilities. 

(a)  For  Infectious  Cases.  Infectious  cases  are  removed 
by  the  Brighton  Corporation  Sanatorium  Ambulance. 

{h)  Non-Infectious  Cases.  These  cases  are  dependent  upon 
the  Police  Ambulance  and  such  facilities  as  are  provided  by  the 
Public  Assistance  Committees  at  Midhurst,  Horsham  and  Shoreham. 
There  are  also  privately  owned  ambulances  at  Henfield  and  Pul- 
borough.

Forty-eight  samples  of  water  supplied  through  public  mains 
have  been  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination  and  9 samples 
have  been  submitted  for  chemical  analysis. 

Upon  analysis  all  the  samples  proved  to  be  free  from  organic 
pollution  and  perfectly  safe  for  drinking  purposes  and  domestic 
use.

The  closets  are  emptied  into  a special  adaption  on  the  Shelvoke 
and  Drewry  plant  and  disposed  of  at  the  sewage  farm,  Storrington. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

Provision  of  filter  beds,  etc.,  at  the  Upper  Deeding  and  Steyning 
Sewage  Outfalls  is  being  made  early  in  1939  to  check  pollution  of 
the  River  Adur.  No  known  pollution  of  rivers  or  streams  other 
than  by  drainage  from  parishes  is  known.

The  method  of  disposal  of  unfit  food  varies.  In  the  case  of  a 
whole  carcase  the  meat  is  destroyed  in  a neighbouring  destructor 
or  at  one  of  the  Council’s  dumps.  When  the  unfitness  is  caused 
by  injury,  the  carcase  is  allowed  to  be  sent  to  a Soap  Works 
at  Portslade.  Portions  of  carcases,  livers,  etc.,  are  drenched  in 
strong  disinfectant  and  destroyed  upon  the  premises.
